This  issues  law  column  deals  with  a  subject 
that  is  a  vital  part  of  the  Criminal  Justice 
System  in  the  State  of  Montana  as  well  as 
the  entire  country.  I  would  like  to  explore 
the  pros  and  cons  of  the  system  in  as  much 
depth  as  possible  and  I  invite  my  readers  to 
respond  to  any  matters  they  may  want  to  bring 
to  my  attention. 

The  Public  Defender  System's  origin  inheres 
from  the  landmark  U.S.  Supreme  Court  case 
of  Gideon  v.  Wainwright.  The  case  made  it 
mandatory  that  a  criminal  defendant  be  represen- 
ted by  counsel  during  all  stages  of  the  proceed- 
ings when  he  is  facing  a  felony  charge.  In  the 
wake  of  Gideon,  Public  Defender  Offices  have 
sprung  up  all  around  the  country. 

The  complaints  I  receive  concerning  many 
defendants  representation  they  received  from 
their  public  defender  deserves  comment.  My 
general  observation  of  the  record  of  these  cases 
demands  the  conclusion  that  the  system  should 
be  completely  overhauled.  One  easy  comparison 
I  can  make  is  to  look  at  the  cases  where  a 
defendant  retains  his  own  attorney  and  where 
he  is  represented  by  a  public  defender.  It  doesn't 
take  a  genius  to  see  that  once  again  monetary 
influence  dictates  the  amount  of  equity  you 
receive  in  the  Criminal  Justice  system  in  this 
country.  I  would  like  to  say  that  in  making 
various  evaluations  of  the  work  product  of 
public  defenders  not  all  of  them  are  bad,  nor 
are  all  of  them  insincere  about  their  clients 
best  interests.  Many  defendants  are  naive  to 
the  legal  intricacies  involved  in  their  cases. 
They  basically  have  the  same  misconceptions 
as  the  general  public.  Hyper-technicalism  is 
a  thing  of  the  past.  At  least  for  the  defense 
side  of  the  Justice  System  it  is.  The  trend 
in  criminal  law  has  not  been  to  the  benefit 
of  the  criminal  defendant.  Criminal  defense 
lawyers  tools  inhere  from  the  Bill  of  Rights 
and  have  been  greatly  restricted  by  an  influx 
of  conservative  judges.  So  in  this  day  and  age 
the  public  defender  job  can  be  a  very  cynical 
position   to  have.   A  lot  of  time  I  see  the  negat- 
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ive    parts    of    the    job    as   justifications    for    many 
public    defenders    to    relent    to    outside    pressure. 
I    see    many    instances    where    self    preserverance 
and  self  interest   is  put  above  the  ethical  manda- 
te    found    within     the    Cannon    of    Ethics.    Some 
of  it  may  be  a  matter  of  social  influence  arriv- 
ing   out    of    puritanistic    moral       upbringing.    The 
attorney  really  doesn't  believe  the  ethics  involved 
are  serious.  They  really  believe  in  their  hearts 
that  the  defendant  is  guilty  and  should  be  punis- 
hed.    So     ethics     are     many     times     a     secondary 
goal.     Putting     it     bluntly;  it's    all    just    part    of 
the  game. 

As  I  stated  above  I  believed  the  Public 
Defender  System  needs  to  be  overhauled.  I'd 
like  to  point  out  the  method  in  which  the 
system  in  Montana  is  created.  §  46-8-202  MCA 
allows  the  County  of  Commissioners  to  create 
a  Public  Defenders  Office.  I  believe  having 
the  County  Commissioners  control  the  contract 
with  a  lawyer  of  their  choice  opens  the  door 
to  conflict  of  interest  problems.  Would  the 
Council  of  Commissioners  renew  a  lawyers 
contract  if  he  does  too  good  of  a  job  for  his 
clients  and  maybe  spent  too  much  of  the  count- 
ies money  on  cases  he  chose  to  go  to  trial 
on?  I  believe  not.  The  lawyer  would  be  labeled 
a  rebel  for  not  going  along  with  the  way  things 
are  run.  In  other  words  he  should  get  his1  clients 
to  plead  guilty  and  save  county  resources.  Anoth- 
er problem  with  this  type  of  Public  Defender 
System  is  that  many  Public  Defenders  become 
too  close  with  the  County  Attorney's  Office. 
This  is  true  especially  if  it  is  a  small  county 
with  one  Public  Defender.  Collusion  is  a  hard 
thing  to  prove  but  it  is  a  reality.  It  happens 
off  the  record.  Too  many  defendants  are  rail 
roaded  to  say  that  collusions  do  not  occur. 
A  lawyer  who's  salary  is  at  state  and  county 
expense  has  nothing  to  be  loyal  to  his  client 
for.  His  friends  are  the  judge's  and  the  county 
attorney.  Off  the  record  the  deals  that  are 
made  in  back  rooms  and  in  courthouse  elevators 
are  not  scrutinized  by  the  public.  The  best 
type     of     Public     Defender    System     is    the    type"

where  each  lawyer  who  is  a  member  of  that 
particular  communities  bar  association  is  on 
a  roll  call  in  alphabetical  order.  When  their 
name  is  drawn  they  get  a  criminal  case  which 
they  must  take  as  a  community  service  and 
a  civic  duty.  With  this  type  of  system  a  defen- 
dant is  free  from  the  collusion  factor  and  from 
personal  experience  it  seems  that  the  lawyer 
sees  the  case  as  a  challenge  and  wants  to  win 
or  get  the  client  the  best  deal  possible.  This 
system  was  used  in  Montana  and  still  is  in 
some  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  the  best  system 
based  on  fundamental  fairness. 

I  must  get  back  to  the  fact  that  the 
job  of  being  a  public  defender  is  difficult  and 
has  put  emotional  strain  on  a  lot  of  lawyers 
trying  to  make  a  living.  The  County  Attorney 
has  enormous  power  in  the  Criminal  Justice 
system.  His  charging  power  is  virtually  unlimited 
and  the  U.S.  Supreme  court  has  made  coercion 
of  guilty  pleas  legal.  The  main  weapon  the 
defense  lawyer  has  at  its  disposal  is  its  threat 
to  go  to  trial  and  make  the  county  spend  its 
time  and  resources  which  may  be  very  limited 
depending  on  the  county  you're  in.  This  is  a 
small  chip  to  have  compared  to  the  power 
of  the  judge  and  the  county  attorney.  I  have 
seen  innocent  defendants  plead  guilty  rather 
then  face  a  trial  before  a  red  neck  jury.  Especi- 
ally if  they're  facing  over  100  years  for  a 
petty  property  crime.  The  persistent  offender 
statue  carries  a  maximum  penalty  of  100  years 
in  the  State  of  Montana.  So  if  you  have  a 
prior  felony  within  5  years  and  lets  say  you 
get  busted  for  possession  of  drugs.  You  would 
be  facing  105  years  if  you  choose  to  go  to 
trial  and  prove  your  innocence.  Even  if  you 
were  innocent  would  you  risk  going  to  trial 
facing  that  much  time,  or  would  you  accept 
the  plea  bargain  provided  there  was  one?  Tough 
choice!  No  way  should  a  person  who  might 
have  had  a  felony  within  five  years  should 
have  to  face  over  100  years  in  prison  because 
they  committed  or  allegedly  committed  a  property 
crime.  The  system  is  unfair  to  the  defendant 
and  as  a  result  unfair  to  the  attorney  who  has 
to  defend  him.  There  are  many  Public  Defenders 
in  this  state  that  have  no  business  attempting 
to  defend  people.  One  good  example  is  the 
Public  Defenders  in  the  city  of  Kalispell.  I 
will  briefly  support  my  contention  with  the 
following  facts.  In  my  opinion  any  lawyer  who 
does  not  use  his  right  of  substitution  against 
the  judge  who  consistenly  sentences  defendants 
to  the  longest  prison  terms  in  this  state  is 
obviously  not  looking  out  for  his  ^clients  best 
interests.  If  I  was  a  Public  Defender  the  first 
think    I   wMjid   do   for   my   client    is   to   substitute 


Judge  Mike  Xeedy.  The  Public  Defenders  in 
Kalispell  doii't  have  the  guts  to  use  what  little 
authority  the  law  gives  them  to  challenge  the 
status  quo.  So  what  do  they  do.  They  plead 
their  clients  guilty  to  plea  bargains  which  happen 
to  be  sentences  seven  or  eight  times  above 
the  average  sentence  for  the  crimes  they  are 
sentenced  for.  They  do  nothing  for  their  clients 
and  then  when  the  client  raises  an  ineffective 
assistance  claim  against  then  they  cry  and 
snivel    to    the    Justices    of    the    Montana    Supreme 

court  that  Pro  Se  petitions  should  be  illegal 
and  deemed  an  unlicensed  practice  of  law. 
The  bottom  line  is  this.  What  the  hell  do  they 
care.  They  are  not  doing  the  time,  they're  getting 
paid  for  nothing,  and  after  all  the  guy  deserved 
what  he  got  in  their  estimation.  That  the  atti- 
tude I  run  into  when  I  raise  claims  of  ineffec- 
tive assistance.  So  be  advised  that  once  you 
are  arraigned  in  District  Court  you  have  10 
days  inwhich  to  file  a  motion  to  substitute 
the  judge  who  is  assigned  to  your  case.  If  he 
is  a  hard  line  judge  you  should  substitute  him 
because  the  next  one  you  get  isn't  going  to 
be  any  worse  and  chances  are  he  might  be 
better.  Make  your  Public  Defender  do  his  job! 

The  State  of  Montana  was  given  an  "F" 
rating  by  a  national  consumer  group  on  the 
policing  of  its  attorneys.  Only  very  serious 
charges  are  dealt  with  by  the  Commission  on 
Practice.  The  bar  association  does  not  get  invol- 
ved in  disciplinary  proceedings.  Incompetence 
is  accepted  when  it  is  a  Public  Defender  at 
fault.  This  is  a  serious  problem  that  is  being 
ingored.  The  Public  Defenders  skill  and  compe- 
tence may  be  the  deciding  factor  whether  you 
do  two  years  or  50,  or  it  may  decide  whether 
you  live  or  you  die!  The  skill  and  honesty  of 
your  lawyer  is  the  most  important  element 
of  entering  the  system  when  you  are  charged 
with  a  crime.  From  the  attorney  all  your  other 
rights  stem  from. 

I  believe  that  a  watch  dog  agency  should 
be  put  in  charge  of  the  Public  Defender  system 
and  the  system  should  be  restructured  with 
incentives  for  those  who  do  their  job  and  pun- 
ishment and  withholding  of  fees  for  those  who 
don't  do  an  adequate  job.  I  remain  a  cynic 
of  the  system  and  I  will  admit  my  objectivity 
is  somewhat  clouded  on  this  issue  for  reasons 
that  I  have  experienced  first  hand  what  it  feels 
like  to  be  misled  and  hung  out  to  dry  because 
my  Public  Defender  didn't  do  his  job.

There  is  an  old  saying  in  the  Marine  Corps 
which  goes,  "Everyone  knows  who  really  runs 
the  Corps  -  it's  the  sergeants."  Anyone  who 
has  an  ounce  of  sense  knows  that  it  is  the 
generals,  executive  officers  and  company  comma- 
nders who  are  acutally  in  charge  and  issue 
the  initial  orders.  The  key  word,  however,  is 
"run"  and  it  is  the  sergeants  who  see  that  the 
units  from  squad  to  battalion  function  as  well 
as  possible. 

Can  the  same  be  said  of  the  sergeants 
at  Montana  State  Prison.  The  answer  is  an 
unqualified  yes.  The   'sarge'  runs  the  show. 

As  in  the  military,  the  MSP  sergeants 
are  much  maligned  individuals.  But  the  feelings 
are  mixed.  They  can  be  hated,  feared,  respected, 
tolerated  or  even  liked.  We  know  of  none  that 
are  loved  -  heaven  forbid!  When  an  inmate 
gets  out  of  the  sack  in  the  morning  and  asks 
his  friend  "Who's  on  duty  this  morning?",  the 
friend  knows  he  isn't  asking  about  the  warden, 
security  manager  or  yard  man.  The  inmate 
wants  to  know  who  their  unit  sergeant  is  for 
the  day.  The  friend's  answer  will  usually  draw 
one  or  two  responses:  "Thank  gawd!"  or  "Oh 
shit!" 

Some  of  the  sergeants  were  asked  pertinent 
questions  and  their  replies  were  interesting 
to  say  the  least. 

Compare  the  older  inmates  with  the  new 
and  younger  people  coming  into  the  prison: 
"You  can  talk  to  the  old  timers  and  reason 
with  them;  there  is  no  talking  to  these  younger 
;   they  think  they  know  it  all." 

What  is  your  pet  peeve?  "Counselors  who 
like  to  play  cop;  they  should  do  their  job  and 
we'll  do  ours." 

Do  you  find  being  a  sergeant  extremely 
stressful?  "Being  a  correctional  officer  at  Monta- 
na State  Prison  is  probably  not  as  stressful 
as  in  some  of  the  penal  institutions  in  the 
United  States.  However  certain  situations  do 
arise  from  time  to  time  that  can  cause  stress 
or  at  least  above  normal  anxiety.  There  is 
certainly  more  tension  on  the  high  security 
side  of  the  fence  than  the  low." 

Is  there  good  cooperation  between  the 
sergeants  and  the  correctional  officers  who 
are  with  them  in  the  cage?  "Usually  the  answer 
is  yes.  Naturally  their  are  always  exceptions." 

How  do  the  sergeants  get  along  with  the 
brass?  "If  you  mean  all  those  officials  above 
the  rank  of  sergeant  I  think  the  cooperation 
and  understanding  is  getting  better  all  the  time. 


If  you  mean  the  Warden,  it  couldn't  be  better. 
You  can  talk  to  this  guy  (McCormick)  and  he 
will  listen.  You  couldn't  even  talk  to  the  last 
one." 

No  matter  who  from  the  Administration 
issues  an  order  or  directive,  it  is  the  sergeant 
at  MSP  who  must  see  that  the  'word'  is  passed 
on  to  the  population  and  carried  out.  The  sarge 
will  catch  the  flack  and  the  dirty  looks  and 
remarks.  Yet  that's  what  he  is  trained  and 
paid  for.  And  then  after  the  dust  storm  clears 
and  the  troops  think  about  it  awhile,  the  Warden 
and  Administration  (or  governor)  will  .  get  the 
blame.  After  all,  we  all  know  the  sarge.  Another 
saying:   "Better  one  we  know  than  one  we  don't".

LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  PEOPLE?

I  read  an  article  in  a  recent  Standard 
about  the  Conflict  of  Interest  bills  that  are 
submitted  by  various  members  of  the  Montana 
legislature.  One  example  was  Rep.  Bob  Pavlo- 
vich's  bill  that  attempted  to  make  punch  boards 
and  other  over-the-bar  games  legal.  Pavlovich 
owns  the  Met  Tavern  in  Butte  so  the  passage 
of  the  bill  would  benefit  him  personally.  The 
bill  failed.  In  the  past  I  have  pointed  out  instan- 
ces where  the  Conflict  of  Interest  laws  have 
affected  people  here  in  prison.  Senators  Fred 
Van  Valkenburg  and  Mike  Halligan  initiate  anti- 
-crime  bills  on  behalf  of  such  agencies  as  the 
Sheriffs  Association  and  the  County  Attorneys 
Association.  Both  Senators  are  Deputy  County 
Attorney  s  for  Missoula  County.  I  don't  see 
any  Public  Defenders  in  the  Legislature  represen- 
ting the  interests  of  the  Bill  of  Rights.  One 
lawmaker  gave  the  excuse  of  implementing 
self  interest  law.  He  said  the  reason  is  because 
many  times  we  know  more  about  the  things 
involved  in  the  bill.  I  would  certainly  hope 
so  since  it  involves  their  livelihood.  Its  apparent 
that  none  of  these  law  makers  have  paid  much 
attention  to  Article  XIII,  Section  4  of  the  Mon- 
tana Constitution,  and  Section  2-2-112  MCA 
which  deals  with  the  ethical  considerations 
in  self  interest  legislation.  The  arrogance  in 
the  act  itself  is  also  pretty  evident.  After 
all,  if  an  elected  official  was  only  interested 
in  his  own  livelihood  his  constituency  would 
have  to  wonder  why  he  was  elected.  In  light 
of  self  interest  I  note  that  nine  welfare  reform 
bills  were  passed  recently  and  sent  to  the  Gover- 
nor. One  bill  cut  GA  benefits  for  an  able  bodied 
person  to  just  4  months  a  year.  I  further  note 
that  no  one  in  the  legislative  body  is  on  welfare! 
Its  pretty  safe  to  say  no  one  makes,  under  30 
grand  a  year  or  has  any  empathetic  vision  into 
the  plight  of  people  who  cannot  find  a  job. 
Then  there  are  the  bills  passed  that  are  very 
appealing  in  sound  but  limited  in  substance. 
One  bill  passing  both  houses  was  Rep.  Thomas 
Lee's  consecutive  sentence  law.  This  bill  is 
virtually  useless  on  its  face.  It  was  also  miscon- 
strued by  everyone  except  those  not  naive  to 
the  statutory  scheme  it  amended.  A  judge  has 
always  had  the  ♦discretion  to  impose  consecutive 
sentences.  If  he  didn't  say  the  sentence  was 
consecutive  it  automatically  ran  concurrently. 
Now   the  judge   must   state   for   the  record  which 


way  the  sentence  is  to  run.  Took  a  lot  of  origin- 
ality to  come  up  with  this  one.  In  justifying 
this  piece  of  legislation  Mr.  Lee  said,  "The 
public,  is  more  interested  about  accountability, 
retribution,  and  safety  than  about  cost-effective- 
ness." I  beg  to  differ  on  this  statement. 

If  the  public  wasn't  concerned  about  cost- 
-effectiveness  then  they  wouldn't  be  against 
a  sales  tax.  It's  time  this  type  of  justification 
for  prison  expansion  was  put  to  a  test.  If  the 
public  wants  to  lock  up  more  and  more  people 
then  lets  let  them  make  that  choice  for  themsel- 
ves and  be  honest  about  it  instead  of  taking 
the  demogogery  side  of  an  issue  for  personal 
appeal.  The  expansion  of  the  prison  system 
should  be  put  on  a  bonding  ballot  analogous 
to  the  public  school  system.  The  people  should 
vote  for  their  priorities  in  relation  to  their 
tax  dollars.  Will  they  spend  it  on  building  scho- 
ols, homes  for  the  elderly?  Or  will  they  choose 
to  build  more  prisons?  If  the  people  answer 
that  they  don't  want  to  build  more  prisons 
then  the  alternatives  to  incarceration  everyone 
talks  about  will  have  to  be  given  more  then 
lip  service.  I  realize  I  am  being  critical  of 
the  legislature  as  a  whole  in  this  article.  Not 
all  the  representatives  have  overlooked  the 
poor  and  underpriviledged.  However,  it  has 
been  a  session  of  Plutocracy,  and  not  a  Legisla- 
ture 'of  the  People  as  some  of  the  members 
have  labeled  it.  I  close  in  saying  that  fundamen- 
tal fairness  was  never  represented  with  any 
real  vigor.  The  conservative  direction  of  social 
conscienceness  and  its  puritan  influence  must 
slow  down.  People  must  learn  to  live  and  let 
live!  We  do  not  all  share  the  same  hopes  and 
dreams.  Morality  is  a  state  of  mind  that  cannot 
be  forced  or  legislated  against  ones  will.  People 
in  our  state  have  the  right  not  to  have  abor- 
tions, they  have  rights  not  to  read  certain 
literature,  and  they  have  rights  not  to  engage 
in  various  social  functions  they  don't  agree 
with.  But  they  want  to  stop  other  people  from 
having  the  rights  to  do  these  things.  I  hear 
much  talk  about  values.  Whose  values  are  they? 
If  we  are  to  live  in  harmony  then  we  must 
understand  a  way  to  be  tolerant.  For  tolerance, 
people,  is  a  value  that  has  been  forgotten!

On  the  scholastic  side  at  Montana  State 
Prison,  Education  Director  Bill  Wendland  has 
announced  that  16  men  have  successfully  comp- 
leted their  GED  test  since  the  start  of  1989 
and  have  been  awarded  their  General  Equivalency 
Diplomas.  They  are:  William  Alberts,  Thomas 
Bell,  Jimmy  Bromgard,  Charles  Crotty,  David 
Goe,  William  Hackworth,  Dustin  Hanson,  James 
Harper,  Kenneth  Kelly,  Mark  Kertson,  Robert 
Miller,  David  Ommundson,  William  Robison, 
Martin  Sanders,  Donovan  Shangreaux,  Ronald 
White.  The  five  tests  consist  of  Writing  Skills, 
Social  Studies,  Interpreting  Literature  and  the 
Arts,  Mathematics,  Science. 

Wendland  stated  that  approximately  220 
students  are  enrolled  during  the  winter  months 
and  about  175  during  the  summer  season.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  some  students  take 
jobs'  that  open  at  this  time  of  the  year.  They 
then  re-enroll  in  the  late  fall.  Instructors  in 
the  MSP  school  program  are:  Don  Berryman, 
Bob  Wallace,  Chester  Monson,  Victor  Sample, 
.Betty  Stroobants  and  Bill  Houchin.  The  adminis- 
trative aide  is  Barbara  Bequette  and  teacher's 
aide  is  Shirley  Eamon.  Sue  Meridith  is  the  Col- 
lege of  Great  Falls  coordinator  for  the  Telecom, 
college  courses  being  offered  at  MSP. 

When  new  inmates  arrive  at  MSP  part 
of  their  indoctrination  in  Reception  is  to  take 
two  vital  tests:  the  Standard  Achievement  Test 
and  the  Wide  Range  Achievement  Test.  The 
results  help  the  folks  in  Classification  and  Trea- 
tment decide  where  the  inmate  should  be  placed 
in  the  population  for  his  betterment.  If  more 
schooling  is  needed  the  test  results  aid  the 
Education  Department  in  deciding  what  subjects 
the  student  should  take  in  order  to  bring  his 
education  level  up  to  par. 

During  the  past  two  years  three  programs 
have  evolved  at  MSP  which  are  designed  to 
better  equip  the  inmate  to  succeed  in  life  on 
the  outside  once  he  is  released  on  parole  or 
discharge.  They  are:  Career  and  Education  Serv- 
ices; Job  Seeking  Skills;  Project  Challenge. 
There  seems  to  be  a  little  confusion  as  to 
the  difference  in  the  content  and  goals  of  the 
three  programs;  thus  we  will  try  to  present 
each  in  a  very  condensed  version  and  separate 
them  for  clarity. 

Career  and      Education      Services,      under 

the    direction  of    Steve    Whitney,    helps    a    man 

plai:,     through  tests    and    courses,     what    job    or 

career    might  be    best    for    him    to    follow    once 


he  has  left  MSP.  With  new  inmates  the  process 
starts  in  Reception  where  he  fills  out  two  forms: 
the  16  Personality  Factor  Questionnaire  and 
the  Career  Assessment  Inventory  which  measures 
his  career  interests.  Men  who  opt  to  enter 
C.  and  E.S.  complete  those  two  questionnaires 
plus  the  General  Apptitude  Test  Battery,  the 
S.A.T.,  the  Career  Development  Plan,  Career 
Services  Job  Application.  A  Career  Case  History 
is  also  prepared.  By  taking  a  look  at  the  results 
of  the  history,  tests  and  questionnaires,  the 
inmate  and  the  director  can  take  a  realistic 
look  at  where  the  man  should  be  placed  in 
skill  training  at  MSP  and  where  he  will  best 
succeed  on  the  outside;  a  redirection  so  to 
speak.  Inmate  Richard  Lindhardt  is  the  counseling 
technician  for  the  C.  and  E.S.  program. 

Glen  Kenison,  Job  Placement  Office  at 
MSP,  is  the  director  of  the  Job  Seeking  Skills 
program.  Ike  Gearheart  is  the  inmate  facilitator 
who  guides  participants  through  a  seven  week 
course  designed  to  help  re-acquaint  and  teach 
skills  needed  to  get  a  job  after  release,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  we  are  now 
considered  convicts.  The  classes  include  instruc- 
tion and  new  techniques  on  looking  for  work, 
construction  and  proper  use  of  cover  letters, 
resumes  and  follow-up  letters.  Then,  the  most 
important  step  in  getting  a  job;  the  interview. 
After  five  weeks  of  class,  (two  hours  per  week), 
everyone  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  view 
themselves  during  a  video  taped  job  interview. 
Then,  after  being  given  tips  on  posture,  response 
and  general  mannerisms  during  the  interview 
a  second  interview  is  conducted  polishing  the 
interviewing  skills.  Upon  completion  of  the 
course,  everyone  will  have  a  completed  resume, 
a  sample  cover  letter,  and  a  sample  follow-up 
letter. 

The      third      program,      Project      Challenge, 
could    be    considered    the    final    step    or    'frosting 

the    cake'    for    an    inmate    who    is    about    to 
the    job     market.     Under    the    auspices    of 
Lks  /sFL/CIO  (American  Federation  of  Labor/Co- 

ss  of  Industrial  Organization)  this  program 
is  under  the  supervision  of  Jack  Zink  with  Randy 
Allred  serving  as  inmate  facilitator.  The  partici- 
pant, who  must  be  within  three  months  of 
discharge,  parole  or  pre-release,  goes  through 
the  acutal  process  of  locationg  prospective 
employers,  writing  resumes  and  job  applications, 
securing  interviews  and  everything  else  thar 
goes  into  "making"  it  on  the  outside.  With  limi- 
ted  funding,  Zink  can  offer  prospective  employers
